Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that the Khidakel 
reference does not anticipate "signing an access operation to electronic data by specifying user signature and role signature 
because Khidakel "teaches the token is stored by the secure server so that the user can eliminate the need to authenticate with 
the server each time he wiches to access information on the server". It is unclear to examiner how storing of the token or the fact 
that the user does not need to authenticate causes the Khidakel reference to not anticipate "signing an access operation by 
specifying user signature and role signature. It has been addressed in the previous action that the token comprises login name 
and user's role, which are interpreted as analogous to the user signature and role signature. The server storing such information 
at the time of access is clearly equivalent to signing an access operation. Applicant's arguments are unsuccessful in placing the 
application in condition for allowance.
